NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE STATE OF24

(1)  That the Montana Legislature express the deep feeling of all Montanans in this affirmation of support26

and gratitude to the courageous service personnel from Montana now assigned to the current operation in the27

Persian Gulf.28

(2)  That it is the hope of the people of Montana that:29

(a)  the mission of the forces in the Persian Gulf region be accomplished quickly and that Montanans30

guided by wisdom and good judgment.5

(3)  That the Secretary of State send copies of this resolution to the Montana Congressional Delegation6

and to Montana service personnel in the Persian Gulf region informing them that the heartfelt thanks of all7

Montana are extended to them, that we are proud of them, that they are in our prayers, and that we send them8

best wishes for a safe return.9
